Local Happenings in Brief 


The city board of trustees met in 
regular session in the city hall last 
Monday evening. 

No communications were received. 

City officials made monthly reports 
as follows: 

Clerk Smith—Cash on hand Septem¬ 
ber 1, 1913, $3378.50. Receipts during 
September — Special liquor permits, 
$10; dog licenses, $3; Carpenters’ 
Union, $1; redemption of taxes, $5; in¬ 
terest on deposits, $4.86; total, $123.86. 
Grand total, $3402.36. Expenditures 
as per warrants drawn, $669.80. Cash 
on hand, October 1, $2732.66. 

Marshal Kneese and Treasurer 
Kauffman's reports corresponded with 
the clerk’s. 

Recorder Rehberg reported he had 
disposed of three misdemeanor cases 
during September. Fines collected 
amounted to $10. 

Engineer Legree of the United Rail¬ 
roads appeared before the board and 
explained the character of material 
that has been laid by the company be¬ 
tween the rails of a portion of the 
local electric railroad on Grand ave¬ 
nue, which had been objected to by 
local authorities and the work stopped. 
He contended that it was much better 
and more durable than the Topeka 
speciiicatians provided for the im¬ 
provement of that street. 

After some discussion the board 
gave the company permission to go 
ahead with the character of pavement 
that had been started, upon motion of 
Trustee Holston, seconded by Trustee 
Hickey. 

The vote stood as follows: Ayes— 
Trustees Holston, Hickey and Cun¬ 
ningham. Noes—Trustees McGovern 
and Kelley. 

Trustee Kelley objected to having 
too many streets closed while improve¬ 
ments are going on. 

Superintendent of Streets Kneese 
was directed to attend to the matter. 

An amendment to the fire limit or¬ 
dinance was considered and finally 
laid over to have changes provided to 
be considered at the next meeting. 

A resolution was presented by Trus¬ 
tee McGovern giving the Rank of 
South San Francisco permission to 
extend the basement of its new build¬ 
ing to be erected at the northwest cor¬ 
ner of Grand and Linden avenues to 
the curb lines of those two streets. 

Upon motion of Trustee Kelley, sec¬ 
onded by Trustee Holston, the resolu¬ 
tion was adopted.

j The county board of supervisors met 
in regular session in Redwood City 
last Monday. 

Among other matters the following 
business was disposed of: 

M. Lamm withdrew his application 
for a class R license at San Bruno on 
account of the opposition of his neigh¬ 
bors. 

The application of A. Raradat for 
a class R license at the same place was 
granted on motion of Casey, seconded 
by Blackburn, there being no opposi¬ 
tion to him. 

A. Rocci of San Bruno was granted 
a license to peddle dry goods through¬ 
out the county, on motion of Supervi¬ 
sor Casey, seconded by Supervisor 
MacBain. 

District Attorney Swart presented a 
written opinion on the incorporation 
of San Bruno, holding that the peti¬ 
tion was insufficient in that it did not 
definitely describe the boundaries of 
the proposed incorporation. He ad¬ 
vised that it would be inadvisable and 
disadvantageous to the petitioners to 
proceed with the incorporation under 
the circumstances. 

Mr. Swart suggested that if the in¬ 
corporators were not satisfied they 
might transfer the matter to the 
superior court through the medium of 
writ of mandamus. 

The opinion was ordered filed and 
the petition denied on motion of Su¬ 
pervisor MacBain, seconded by Super¬ 
visor Francis. 

On motion of Supervisor Casey, sec¬ 
onded by Supervisor Francis, it was 
ordered that the Pacific Gas and Elec¬ 
tric Company proceed to make 
changes in the San Bruno lighting dis¬ 
trict in accordance with the petition 
recently presented to the board. 

A discussion was had as to the ad- ( 
visability of changing the route of the 
county highway through South San 
Francisco. The matter will be further 
considered at the next meeting, Octo¬ 
ber 17th. 

District Attorney Swart asked that 
the proprietors of the Bungalow at 
Millbrae and Bolcoffi’s saloon at Lomi- 
ta Park be cited to appear and show 
cause why their licenses should not be 
forfeited for violations of the liquor 
license ordinance. 

It was so ordered on motion of Su¬ 
pervisor Francis, seconded by Super¬ 
visor Blackburn.

All dwellings of the present day are 
obtrusive to as great an exteut as those 
of any age since man first builded, but 
we need not add to their conspicuous- 
ness by inharmonious colors in paints 
and stains. Nature gives us soft col¬ 
ors and tints, and these we should 

I 

strive to imitate in the exterior of all | 
buildings. 

During the long, cloudless days of 
summer nothing in local landscapes is 
more offensive or harsher to the eyes i 
than glaring white. Softened or warm- ; 
ed Into creamy white the “glare” ills- ; 
appears and a softness is manifested j 
in its stead. Pure yellow is equally , 
harsh and should be toned down to 
buff or a straw color. Greens are 
warmed by the addition of red, and so 
are stones and slates. Where moun¬ 
tains, hills, plains, rocks, tree trunks, 
weathered lumber and a host of natu¬ 
ral examples may he seen on all sides 
it should not prove a serious task to 
choose a shade that harmoniously 
blends with immediate natural sur¬ 
roundings. 

Perhaps some captious critic will 
say that sky blue is natural and, from 
the writer’s standpoint, a fitting color 
for exterior decoration. For obvious 
reasons such a course in coloring is 
not advised or even suggested, any 
more than that we should seek to imi¬ 
tate the blackness of a thundercloud 
or the bronze of the setting sun. Such 
colors and shades will do for neckties 
or hair ribbons, but who wishes a coat 
of bronze or trousers of sky blue?

time. Cement is used to fill the cavity 
caused by insects. Extreme care 
should be exercised in removing every 
particle of decayed wood in the trunk 
of the trees before tilling with any 
foreign substance. If only a small 
piece of decayed wood is left to re¬ 
main. that surrounding will quickly 
decay also. Such operations on trees 
are not confined to the trunk, but may 
be successfully performed on the 
branches.

If all the weeds upon that vacant 
lot next to a garden have not been de¬ 
stroyed they should be burned forth¬ 
with. Burned at this time, the greater 
portion of the seeds will have been 
burned, and you will not then be so 
badly troubled with weeds next year. 

Mature weeds should be burned 
where they grow, if possible, and not 
be staked up in heaps, for any move 
of dry weeds shakes out the seeds and 
leaves them on the soli, to be started 
Into life and more weeds with the first 
rain of the season. Burn the crop as 
It stands, if possible. 


In every land, under almost any and 
all conditions, there is a peculiar charm 
about water gardens that no other fea¬ 
ture or garden accessory exerts. In a 
land naturally devoid of water such 
gardens have an additional value, for 
nowhere else will vegetation grow so 
splendidly fresh and vigorous, so near¬ 
ly rivaling the luxuriance of the trop¬ 
ics as beside water. 

So, too. Is there a harmonizing and 
mellowing influence about water that 
provides a safe and easy ground upon 
which the amateur may practice his 
works and display his taste without 
being about to spoil the great funda¬ 
mental dominating the scene—the very 
water itself—for. whether it be mud 
dy or milky or green or pure and clear, 
it will still be water, with that natural 
charm of which no man may rob it. 
Man may force his bad taste upon ev¬ 
ery other square foot of his garden, 
but Is powerless to overcome this great 
natural fundamental which of Itself 
may possess the only charm the gar¬ 
den knows. 

In seeking to analyze this unperish- 
nble charm it would seem that with 
the presence of water are unconscious¬ 
ly suggested comfort and refreshment, 
for man may scarcely perish for lack 
of food and water when fresh water 
abounds, and therefore comfort is un¬ 
thinkingly brought to one by this un¬ 
derlying, unconscious feeling of safety 
when near this precious, life giving 
fluid, emotions which no mere laud 
has the power to stir. 

Water gardens are not, as too many 
seem to fear, a very costly feature of 
the home grounds. The total cost is 
represented in the first cost—that of 
installation. For example, the evapo¬ 
ration or loss of water for a hundred 
square feet of lake or pond is not so 
great as from an equal area of lawn. 
The material used for retention of wa¬ 
ter is practically indestructible, and 
ponds built more than a century ago 
| are still giving forth luxuriant blos¬ 
soms without having had a penny 
! spent upon them for repairs. Hardy 
| water lilies and other aquatic plants

Would Improve Appearances. 

Oue of the greatest disfigurements to 
the landscape as one looks out the 
back window of the average house is 
the row after row of unsightly wooden 
fences which rigorously mark off each 
twenty-five or thirty feet of land and 
constitute a barrier of exclusiveness 
very chilling in its effect on one’s 
friendly disposition. 

Think of the lieauty of such an out¬ 
look and the aesthetic humanizing ef¬ 
fect such a display of floral wealth 
would have on the minds of young and 
old! It might possibly result also in 
breaking down some of that proverbial 
coldness and hauteur which is said to 
characterize city neighbors. Life is 
short at best and sufficiently lacking 
in familiarity and cordiality to war¬ 
rant some attempt to reform the wood¬ 
en back fence out of existence.

When the doors of the California 
Land Show and Home Industry 
Exhibition open to-day the visitors 
will have the first opportunity of see¬ 
ing a really comprehensive exhibit of 
the resources of California that has 
ever been held in the state. The set¬ 
ting of redwood trees and floral elec¬ 
tric bulbs, the many ingenous exhibits 
of the agricultural products and the 
unique arrangement of t.ie various 
tent units which comprise the great 
pavilion covering 100,000 square feet of 
space all go to distinguish this first 

Califc_i Land Show from any other 

exposition of state wide interest ever 
held. 

Among the hundreds of exhibitors 
are many who have spent as high as 
$10,000 in the preparation of their dis¬ 
play and many hundreds of dollars are 
being daily expended merely for the 
building of many of the individual 
exhibits. The key-note of originality 
which was sounded by General Mana¬ 
ger Edward H. Brown in the designing 
of the great pavilion is the dominant 
note of the completed exhibition. No 
two exhibits resemble each other in 
the slightest degree, except for their 
conformity to the general arrange¬ 
ment, which suggests the great out¬ 
doors. 

The United States Government will 
be represented at the show by an 
elaborated exhibit from the United 
States Public Health Service, designed 
to show the farmers how to secure 
great soil and crop efficiency by the 
scientific elimination and destruction 
of insect and animal pests particular¬ 
ly the ground squirrel which works 
such havoc among certain crops in Cal¬ 
ifornia. 

The University of California will be 
represented at the show by instructors 
from nine difi'erents departments of 
the College of Agriculture, headed and 
under the general supervision of Dean 
Hunt.

During the past week more than 500 
men have been employed, designers, 
artisans of all kinds, electricians, car¬ 
penters, decorators, and a small army 
of workmen. 

The doors of the pavilion will be 
opened this afternoon and the opening 
ceremonies will be held this eve¬ 
ning at 8 o’clock. Governor Johnson, 
Mayor Rolph and Luther Burbank 
will participate in the exercises. Pres¬ 
ident Harrigan of the rtan Francisco 
Real Estate Board will preside. The 
Party will leave the Palace Hotel un¬ 
der escort of the California Grays in 
full dress uniforms with their band. 
Automobiles carrying the distinguish¬ 
ed visitors, members of the Board of 
Supervisors and the representatives of 
the California Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, the Land Show officials and 
members of the Real Estate Board 
will leave the Palace Hotel promptly 
at 7.80 and proceed to the grounds. 

The invited guests are President 
Wilson, the governors of the Pacific 
Coast States, the Board of Supervisors, 
Chas. C. Moore of the Panama Pacific 
Exposition and the officials of the 
California Federation of Women’s 
Clubs. 

An elaborate musical program by 
three different musical organizations; 
a military band and orchestra; a brig¬ 
ade of Highland bagpipers; Hawaiian 
stringed orchestra and many noted 
vocalists will render a different pro¬ 
gram every day. The Festival Chorus 
will give live concerts and there will 
be a Swedish and German night 
on which these musical organizations 
will render programs of national folk I 
songs.

STATE OFFICIAL 

Alfalfa, Figs, Olives and Walnuts 
Normal, Say Experts 

Alfalfa, fig, olive and walnut crops 
were the only crops normal or above 
that point this year in California, ac¬ 
cording to figures announced at the 
office of the State Horticultural Com¬ 
mission. The estimates were made 
from returns submitted to the commis¬ 
sion by county horticulturists. 

The apricot crop in some sections 
was exceedingly poor, but in other ] 
counties it was above normal, so that ! 
the general average will make this 
year’s crop about 80 per cent as large 
as last year. 

The grape output, inclr "ig raisins, 
wine and table grapes, w^^ approxi¬ 
mately 80 per cent of normal, while 
the peach crop is within 10 per cent 
as large as that of 1912. Plums and 
cherries did not come up to last year 
by about 10 per cent, although in some 
sections a figure above normal is re¬ 
corded. The prune product is 95 per j 
cent of normal, while predictions for 
apples, the crop not yet having been 
harvested, are optimistic. 

From early estimates the citrus fruit 
crops will range within 20 per cent of 
normal. Despite the shortage in prac¬ 
tically all the deciduous fruit crops, 
the returns were equal to last year, 
growers reporting better prices for 
their products. 

The drought throughout the State 
interfered with hay and grain crops, 
cutting them down to 80 per cent of 
normal. Excessive heat in July and 
August, coupled with the scarcity of 
water, brought about the damage to 
horticultural growth. 

“On the whole,” a supplementary 
statement says, ‘‘the financial returns 
from deciduous horticultural crops this 
year will not be below last year, de¬ 
spite the unfavorable weather experi¬ 
enced.” 


Errors in the compilation of Cali¬ 
fornia’s 1913 crop report, made by 
those unfamiliar with the work, led 
to an erroneous report being circu¬ 
lated recently, according to an an¬ 
nouncement at the office in Sacramen¬ 
to of the State Horticultural Commis¬ 
sion. The original report as correct¬ 
ed will show reductions in the peach, 
prune and apricot crops of from 25 to 
40 per cent. The prune crop was ori¬ 
ginally said to be 92 per cent o£ nor¬ 
mal and the peach and apricot crops 
80 per cent of normal. 


TERSE CALIFORNIA NEWS 


The State Grocers’ convention is In 
session in Santa Rosa, the meeting 
being devoted chiefly to the hearing 
of committee reports.

The State Board of Control has giv- 
en notification that relief cannot be 
given under the mothers’ pension law 
to mothers who are not citizens of the 
State or who have not resided in Cali- 
fornia for three years. The same rul- 1 
ing applies to the cases of all children 
on whose account State aid is asked. 

Dr. Charles F. Aked of San Fran¬ 
cisco, pastor of the First Congrega¬ 
tional Church, has been given the de¬ 
gree of doctor of laws at the Univer- j 
sity of Nevada assembly. He is the j 
fourth to be so honored. Dr. J. E. 
Stubbs, pesident of the univ^sity, who 
has been entertaining Dr. Aked at his 
home in Reno, conferred the degree. 

The dismissal of the second degree 
murder charge against Jess Willard 
and eleven others, growing out of the 
fatal Jess Willard-John Young boxing 
contest, August 22nd, has paved the 
way for a second judicial interpreta¬ 
tion in Los Angeles County of the 
California law regulating pugilistic 
encounters, according to attorneys in 
the case. The charge of prize-fighting 
was substituted. 

The murder charges against Otto 
Enderwitz, Charles Santori and John 
Firra, which grew out of the Wheat- j 
land hopyard riots several weeks ago 
when the four were shot to death, | 
have been dismissed on motion of Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Stanwood of Marys- i 
ville.

At the top of a climbing market, 
prunes broke the record of twenty 
years in the Santa Clara Valley when 
they sold at 7 cents a pound. It is 
stated that 7 cents is being offered, 
with no prunes to be purchased at that 
figure, and that the market Is likely 
to reach 7y 2 cents during the coming 
month. Growers who have been in 
the business all their lives say that 
prunes are bringing better prices than 
ever in the history of the industry in 
the Santa Clara Valley. 

An attempt to hold up the Portland 
Express, southbound, about half a mile 
north of Redding, was foiled by J. F. 
Johnston, superintendent of the city 
water works plant, situated on Jennie 
Creek, a mile north of Redding. John¬ 
ston left Redding at 10 o’clock to go 
home, and had gone about half the dis¬ 
tance when a man stepped out of the 
brush and warned him to get out of 
the locality as fast as he could. John¬ 
ston started back, but circled through 
the brush to the plant, where he tele¬ 
phoned to the Redding police and got 
a lantern and flagged the train. The 
police fouhd the track piled high with 
logs. 

Application has been made in Sacra¬ 
mento to the State Board of Health 
for a permit to establish and operate 
a factory at Richmond, Cal., for the 
preparation of horse meat to be used 
as food. The applicant was a German, 
but the Board of Health refused to 
give out his name. The German also 
wanted the right to manufacture sau¬ 
sages. Before a decision can be 
reached tire Board of Health an¬ 
nounces that it must solve three prob¬ 
lems. They are: Do the pure food 
laws prohibit the use of horse meat as 
food? How would such food be lab¬ 
eled, and what standard should be 
established for its inspection? 

Aroused by what is termed glaring 
neglect of property owners’ interests 
in the Delta region by the govern- ! 
ments of Sacramento, San Joaquin, 
Contra Costa and Solano counties, the 
California Delta Association has start- j 
ed a campaign to form a new county 
at the point where the four counties 
adjoin. The territory involved and 
which it is proposed to bring together 
in a new county, includes 200,000 acres 
in San Joaquin county, 100,000 in Sac¬ 
ramento county, 70,000 in Contra Cos¬ 
ta, and 50,000 in Solano Rio Vista, 
Antioch or Byron, it is said have been 
mentioned for a county seat. The prop¬ 
erty owners say they have not been 
given good roads, bridges or police 
protection by the four counties

Applications From Canine One Hundred Thousand Pounds 
Aristocracy Must Be Refused ot Dynamite to Be Used 


Wholesale applications for the pas¬ 
teurization of dogs as a preventive 
measure against rabies, made by own¬ 
ers residing in Burlingame, San Fran¬ 
cisco, Los Angeles and Pasadena, has 
caused the California State Board of 
Health to decide that “canine aris¬ 
tocracy” must get its treatment else¬ 
where. 

Since rabies became prevalent in 
California owners of blue-blooded ken¬ 
nels have been obliged to confine their 
dogs or suffer a chance of some being 
bitten by rabid animals. As a result 
some of the famous pedigreed animals 
are growing restless without exercise 
and several owners decided to have 
their pets pasteurized and allowed to 
run loose. 

The pasteur treatment costs about 
$75. The serum is manufactured at 
the State hygienic laboratory and has 
been used exclusively to treat human 
beings bitten by rabid animals. Thus 
far the laboratory has been too busy 
to furnish the serum to inoculate ani¬ 
mals. 


IMPORTANT FOREIGN NEWS 


The Russian Government has agreed 
to join with the other powers to rec- 
j ognize the Chinese republic on Octo¬ 
ber 10th. 

“Prayers for women” to be included 
In church services is the latest de- 
| mand of English militant suffragettes, 
and they are threatening dire penalties 
on clergy if the demand is not granted. 

Without firing a shot federal sol¬ 
diers took possession of Piedras Ne- 
gras, erstwhile capital of the Consti¬ 
tutionalists, and ended the victorious 
march of the government army under 
General Maas through the Slate of 
Coahuila, Mexico, the home of Venus- 
tlano Carranza, revolutionary com¬ 
mander in chief. 

Peru in future is to enjoy religious 
tolerance. Heretofore the exercise of 
any religion other than the Roman 
Catholic has been prohibited. The 
Chamber of Deputies has adopted by 66 
votes to 4 an amendment to the con¬ 
stitution, dealing with this subject. 
The amendment had been already ap¬ 
proved by the Senate. 

A telegram from St. Petersburg to 
the Tageblatt, Berlin, says that in the 
village of Walizo, near Lodz, the peas¬ 
ants held a meeting to discover the 
cause of the heavy rain which ren¬ 
dered the harvest prospects most un¬ 
favorable. They decided It was an 
infliction from heaven on account of 
the Intemperate habits of the local 
innkeeper named Zaichon. A deputa¬ 
tion remonstrated with the innkeeper, 
but he refused to mend his ways, and 
as the rain did not stop, the peasants 
held a court in a field, before which 
Zaichon was brought and sentenced 
to death. The peasants carried out 
the sentence on the spot by beating 
the innkeeper to death. 

Extensive preparations are being 
made for the inauguration in Peking 
of Yuan Shi Kai, who was elected 
president of China Monday, with the 
object, it is believed, of impressing 
the nation and the army. It is learned 
that during the balloting of the two 
houses of Parliament in joint assem¬ 
bly civilians—who, in reality, were 
disguised detectives—went among the 
members and forced some of them to 
vote. The foreign legations, however, 
consider that Yuan Shi Kai was justi 
fled in adopting drastic measures, as 
failure to obtain the presidency would 
have meant widespread disorder. Gen 
eral Li Yuen Heng, provisional Vice- 
President of the Chinese republic, was 
elected Vice-President for a term of 
five years by the united houses of the 
Chinese Parliament. He received 6It) 
votes out of the 719 cast

Charges of dynamite were placed In 
over 1000 holes which had been drilled 
in the Gamboa dike preparatory to its 
destruction. Each hole contains from 
60 to 100 pounds of dynamite, making 
in the aggregate the largest blast that 
will ever be set off. 

The inflow of water from the lake 
through the discharge pipes is causing 
the Culebra cut to fill rapidly, and it 
is estimated that there will be only 
five feet difference between the level 
of the lake and the Culebra cut on 
the morning of October 10th, when the 
destruction of the dike is to occur. 

Fourteen units of the Atlantic 
dredging fleet, including two ladder 
dredges, are ready to go through the 
Gatun locks on October 9th for the 
purpose of removing the remainder of 
the Gamboa dike after the explosion. 

Miraflores lake on the Pacific side is 
rising rapidly, and it is considered 
probable that in case of urgency a 
boat could be passed through the en¬ 
tire canal some time this month. 


There'S trouble' brewing for anyone 
who attempts to foist liquor upon the 
parcel post or other postal authorities. 
A lot of Uncle Sam’s patrons and ap¬ 
parent good citizens are ignorant of 
the fact that it is a criminal offense 
to deposit in the mails spirituous, vin¬ 
ous, malted or fermented or other in¬ 
toxicating liquors, or to be a party to 
such mailing, and as a result several 
attempts on the part of liquor dealers 
and well-meaning correspondents to 
ship joy water through the mails or 
through the parcel post have drawn 
the senders into “hot water.” While 
ignorance of the law is held to excuse 
no one, the postal authorities are in¬ 
clined to be lenient with the first of¬ 
fenders, but warning has been sent 
cut to the clerks to keep strict watch, 
and the next offender will have to 
answer to the courts. Numerous pack¬ 
ages containing liquor have been 
“slipped through” recently. The next 
attempt to do so will bring the sender 
to grief. 


Formal proclamation that the regu¬ 
lations for enforcing the law to pro¬ 
tect migratory and insectivorous birds 
are now in effect has been made by 
President Wilson. Some changes have 
been made from the tentative regula¬ 
tions prepared several thonths ago. 
The final regulations prohibit bird 
| shooting in Delaware to conform with 
restrictions in New Jersey and Penn¬ 
sylvania Most duck shooting is pro¬ 
hibited for five years in five additional 
states in the breeding zone, also in Cali¬ 
fornia and Kansas. The shore birds’ 
seasons on the shores of New England 
and on Long Island have been made 
uniform, with no shooting before Aug¬ 
ust 15th. The seasons in Washington 
and Oregon have been made uniform, 
opening October 1st; likewise in 
California and Arizona, opening Oc¬ 
tober 15th. 


A brief summary of the new tariff 
law as prepared for the Senate fol¬ 
lows: Average percentage of tariff 

rates as compared to the value of all 
imported merchandise: Old law, 87 
per cent; new law, 27 per cent. Value 
of animal imports added to the free 
list, $147,000,000. Estimated revenues 
from all import rates: Old law, $305,- 
000,000; new law, $248,000,000. Esti¬ 
mated revenue from corporation and 
income taxes: Old law, $37,000,000; 
new law, $100,000,000. Altogether, con¬ 
sumers in the United States probably 
will receive from abroad free of all 
tariff more than $1,000,000,000 worth 
of merchandise during the next year. 
Experts in Congress predict the rates 
will raise $249,000,000 a year and in¬ 
come and incorporation taxes will 
raise $122,000,000.

MISS CAROLYN MARIA RENTON. 

Shuttling back and forth in a rail¬ 
road train, keeping passengers in good 
humor and advising the traveler igno¬ 
rant as to what to eat while a train 
is running sixty miles an hour, Miss 
Carolyn Maria Benton of Cincinnati, 
the first woman dining car conductor 
in America, happily earns her daily 
bread. She likes the work. 

Miss Benton, who directs the buffet 
car which is operated by the Cincin¬ 
nati, Hamilton and Dayton railway be¬ 
tween Cincinnati and Dayton, was put 
in the place as an experiment. Now 
she is a fixture, and the railroad is 
looking for more efficient young wom¬ 
en who can run diners. 

“it means application, attention, tact 
and diplomacy to run a dining car,” 
said Miss Benton. “I do not believe 
there will be many women dining car 
conductors. They cannot stand the 
work. There is too much rush, and 
the constant traveling is hard on the 
nerves. Men stand the work better, 
but I don’t think they can do the work 
better than a woman. 

“Every morning I start at 11 o’clock 
for Dayton. In the evening I make 
the return trip. I serve luncheon on 
the morning train and supper at night. 
No, it’s just supper. You see, this is a 
buffet car, not a regular diner, and we 
don’t have the same facilities for cook¬ 
ing large quantities. 

“I have all my evenings at home, and 
I do not believe 1 am nearly as tired, 
even with the shaking of the train, as 
1 would be if I worked In an office or 
factory.” 

For Serving Ice Cream. 

There are modes even in the serving 
of ice cream. At present macaroon 
baskets, wafer boxes and a disguising 
covering of lady cake are among the 
most popular ways of serving this al¬ 
ways acceptable dessert. 

To make macaroon baskets dip the 
outer edges of five almond macaroons 
in the sirup obtained from melted 
granulated sugar. The first macaroon 
is used for the bottom of the basket 
and the others are stuck together to 
form a ring about it, exactly like the 
bur baskets we used to make when 
we were children. Fill this receptacle 
with ice cream and sprinkle ground 
macaroons on top. 

Wafer boxes are put together in ex¬ 
actly the same way. Square wafers 
are the most desirable, two being used 
for the bottom and one at each end, 
standing upright. The ice cream 
should be cut into blocks that fit into 
the frame. Pink and white ice cream, 
garnished with cherries, makes an at¬ 
tractive color combination. 

A novel way to serve brick ice 
cream is to cover the sides and ends 
of the brick with thick slices of lady 
cake. Cut the cream ns usual. Each 
slice will have a frame of cake, con¬ 
trasting prettily with the colors of the 
cream. 


Poisons and Antidotes. 

The mother who knows just what to 
do when the terrible accident of a dose 
of poison must be treated at once may 
save a child's life. It is every one's 
duty to have in mind a list of anti¬ 
dotes for ordinary poisons. If your 
memory is not good make one on a 
piece of paper and paste it on the wall 
of the bathroom. 

Of course the prevention of the pos¬ 
sibility of a child's taking poison is 
the important thing, but accidents are 
always occurring in the most carefully 
watched homes. 

Impress on a child's mind the im¬ 
portance of taking nothing without 
permission. “Candy pills” may some¬ 
times be poison. Sometimes a mother 
gives poison by mistaking a bottle in 
the medicine chest. An excellent idea 
Is to have all bottles not only labeled, 
but marked with a card, on which a 
little bell is tied. This easy warning 
is particularly good in the dark, when 
so many mistakes occur. 

Carbolic acid is one of the ordinary 
poisons that are found in the home and 
frequently taken in mistake. It burns 
the mouth, and its odor is unmistak¬ 
able. Give epsom salts in abundance 
or soap. If the acid has burned the 
skin only, apply alcohol. 

A child may take a large quantity of 
alcohol, which is classed as a poison. 
Give any simple emetic, such ns mus¬ 
tard water, soap and water, etc. Ap¬ 
ply a cold douche on the head and 
warmth to the body. If respiration is 
at a low register raise and lower the 
arms regularly, as is done in cases of 
drowning. 

Corrosive sublimate should be coun¬ 
teracted by an emetic, followed by 
whites of eggs or great quantities of 
milk. Give tannic acid freely and a 
dose of castor oil to open the bowels. 

Opium, including laudanum, mor¬ 
phine. paregoric or soothing sirups, 

( an be counteracted by permanganate 
of potash in doses of four to five 
grains if the mistake is detected right 
away. Strong coffee is another anti¬ 
dote; also atropine. Keep the patient 
awake at all costs by walking, artifi¬ 
cial respiration and a cold douche on 
the head and spine. 

Phosphorus poisons include match¬ 
es and some roach and rat poisons. 
Give an emetic and follow it by doses 
of permanganate of potash, four or 
five grains well diluted. Epsom salts 
or magnesia shor'd then be adminis¬ 
tered to open the bowels. I*o not give 
milk or oil of any kind. 

Silver nitrate (lunar caustic! has an 
antidote in table salt, followed by an 
emetic. Milk or whites of eggs are 
also effective. 

Strychnine, especially in pills, is mis¬ 
taken often for other medicine. Its 
antidote is tannic acid following an 
emetic. Bromide of potash given free¬ 
ly is good. 

Alkalies, including ammonia, potash, 
caustic, should be treated by vinegar 
or lemon juice, followed by sweet oil. 


Sandpaper Baby’s Shoes. 

Always sandpaper the soles of baby’s 
new shoes before they have been worn. 
This keeps her from slipping on the 
bare or polished floors and prevents 
many a bad fall, which could easily 
result in a sprain or broken bone.

Organization for the betterment of 
country life conditions will show good 
results in any community. The secre¬ 
tary of the Illinois farmers’ institute 
is of the opinion that one of the first 
signs of betterment in a community 
from organized effort is in arousing 
community pride, making both men 
and women, young and old, feel proud 
of the neighborhood in which they live.

ATHLETICS WIN OVER 
GIANTS, 6 TO 4 

Bender Pitches Philadelphia to 


SCHANG. 


One of the Crack Catchers of 
the Phdadelphia Athletics. 


Outhitting and outfielding the New 
York Giants in the opening game of ] 
the world's series, the Philadelphia 
Athletics defeated the National 
League representatives at the Polo 
grounds in New York Tuesday by a 
score of 6 runs to 4. So complete was 
the supremacy of the American 
League champions in the initial con¬ 
test that the victory appeared to be 
but a continuation of the series of 
1911, when the Athletics won the title 
of that year from the Giants by four 
games out of six. As if to heighten 
the illusion, there were some feature 
plays that might have been repro¬ 
duced, so closely did they resemble 
those of twentyfour months ago. 

Certainly the scenes both inside and 
outside the baseball arena equaled 
those of any preceding world’s series, 
so far as the gathering was concerned 
Including those who witnessed the 
game in official capacity, the attend 
ance crossed the 40,000 mark, and 
fully half that number failed to gain 
access to the park. 

So great were the throngs that sur¬ 
rounded the polo grounds that it was 
necessary to call out the police re¬ 
serves and discontinue the elevated

It was Center Fielder Shafer’s mis¬ 
judging of Sehang’s drive to deep cen¬ 
ter that really paved the way for the 
Athletics’ victory. It was one of the 
few hard chances offered the Giants’ 
fielders during the game, and when 
Shafer failed to gauge the flight of the 
ball the Athletics seized the opening 
and took the lead, never to be head¬ 
ed. The Giants started a rally in the 
fifth inning which netted three runs, 
but the Mackmen came back with an- | 
other in the eighth and clinched the 
victory.

Among matters of legislation which 
seem likely to be considered are sug¬ 
gestions for changing the corporate 
name of the denomination, revising 
the constitution in its relation to mar¬ 
riage and divorce, adopting a new 
method of representation for the house 
of deputies, recommending a special 
diocese for army posts and naval res¬ 
ervations, adopting a pension system 
for aged clergymen and for co-operat¬ 
ing with other denominations in tile 
missionary field. 

When Mrs. Anne Weightman Walk¬ 
er Penfield, of Philadelphia, daughter 
of the late William Weightman, and 
wife of Frederick Courtland Penfield, 
Ambassador to Austria, pays her in¬ 
come tax to the United States Gov¬ 
ernment, she will be compelled to give 
Uncle Sam almost a fortune every 
year. Mrs Penfield’s income from the 
estate of her father is $3,500,000 a 
year, and her tax will amount to $245,- 
000. Mrs. Penfield’s property is valued 
at close to $70,000,000. The invest¬ 
ments made by her father were in 
realty and other forms, on which the 
shrewd capitalist never had to pay cor¬ 
poration taxes, and therefore almost 
all of her estate comes under the in¬ 
come tax law and she will be prob- 
ahiv the. heaviest taxpayer in America. 

Under a decision of the Supreme 
Court, Josiah E. Fernald of Concord, 
N. H„ was ordered to hold as admin¬ 
istrator the property of the late Mrs 
Mary Baker G. Eddy, the founder of 
Christian Science, until trustees are 
appointed by the Probate Court. The 
court held that Mrs. Eddy created a 
public trust to be administered by the 
First Church of Christ Scientist in 
Boston, under the court’s supervision. 
The trustees of the church of Boston 
had contended that the property 
should be turned over to them without 
further proceedings. The court ruled, 
however, that Mrs. Eddy did not in¬ 
tend to give her estate outright to the 
church to be administered as part of 
’ts corporate assets.
